This letter is in response to your request for public records dated and received by this office on January 11, 
2019, for the following: 

Any and all reports related to the compensation of inmates or other prisoners under the 
jurisdiction of this state for activities related to fighting fires. Please provide all relevant 
materials for the period from January 1, 2016 through January 1, 2019. Please provide 
data and details by fire event, if possible, including the number of hours worked and the 
number of inmates involved. 


Your request is under review and a 14-day extension of time is necessary under Government Code Section 
6253(c) to determine whether the requested documents may be publicly disclosed. Additional time is necessary 
to make the determination due to the following: 

(1) The need to search for and collect the requested records from field facilities or other establishments that 
are separate from the office processing the request. 

(2) The need for consultation, which shall be conducted with all practicable speed, with another agency 
having substantial interest in the determination of the request or among two or more components of the 
agency having substantial subject matter interest therein. 

I expect to provide you with a determination by February 5, 2019. 

My office shall notify you if and when the records are available. This letter is also to advise you of the duplication 
costs. CDCR charges $.12 cents per page for copies made pursuant to the Public Records Act, which must be 
received prior to sending out the documents. You will be advised of duplication fees once the records are 
collected and copied.
